In the claims, amend claims 1-3, and 5-1 1 as follows:

computerized reservation system application;

having a display comprising at least the first display area and a second display area; 
and 

a third machine for receiving a query based at least in part upon the request for 
data automatically without a user initiating the query , wherein the third machine 
comprises a web-based application for providing the results of the query in a web page, 
wherein the results of the query include[[s ]] at least one item for which booking is 
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capable of being completed at the first machine, and wherein the results of the query 

are displayed in the second display area of the second machineff.n , wherein the first 

machine further comprises a processor for: 

determining whether the web page of the results contains a tag; and 
displaying a button corresponding to the tag in the second display area, and 

wherein the processor further comprises machine-readable instructions for: 
determining when the button is activated: 

extracting the results of the guery from the second display area when the button 
is activated: 

composing a booking transaction from the results: 
transmitting the booking transaction to the first machine: and 
displaying a confirmation message in the first display area.

application for providing results of the query in a web page, and wherein the results of 
the query are displayed in the second display area of said second machine and wherein 
said second machine is also for: 

determining whether [[a]] the web page of the results of the query contains a tag 
for booking at least one item within the results; 

displaying a button corresponding to the tag in the second display area; 
determining when the button is activated; 

extracting the at least one item within the results of the query from the second 
display area when the button is activated; 

composing a booking transaction for booking the at least one item; 

transmitting the booking transaction to the first machine; and 

displaying a confirmation message that the at least one item has been booked at 
the first machine in the first display area. 
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1 1 . (Currently Amended) A computer-implemented method for accessing 
information from multiple remote sources, comprising: 

receiving, by a first machine, a request for data , wherein the first machine 
comprises a legacy computerized reservation system application : 

displaying the requested data, from the first machine, in a first display area on a 
display; 

transmitting a query based at least in part upon the request for data to at least a 
third machine automatically without a user initiating the query , wherein the third 
machine comprises a web-based application for providing results of the guerv in a web 
page : and 

displaying results of the query in a second display area on the display; 

determining whether [[a]] the web page of the results contains a tag for booking 
at least one item within the results; 

displaying a button corresponding to the tag in the second display area; 
determining when the button is activated; 

extracting the at least one item within the results of the query from the second 
display area when the button is activated; 

composing a booking transaction for booking the at least one item; 
transmitting the booking transaction to the first machine; and 
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displaying a confirmation message that the at least one item has been booked at 
the first machine in the first display area. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The Examiner deems DeLorme et al. (US 5,948,040) hereinafter DeLorme, 
Trippe et al. (US 4,788,643) hereinafter Trippe, Inada (US 5,311,425), Kirk et al. (US 
5,768,578) hereinafter Kirk, and Mutschler, III et al. (US 5,940,075) hereinafter 
Mutschler, to be relevant prior arts of record and DeLorme being the closest prior art of 
record. Independent claims 1, 5, 8, 10 and 11, when considered as a whole, are 
allowable over the art of record. Specifically prior art of record fail to teach or suggest 
when considered as a whole, that the first machine comprises a legacy computerized 
reservation system application, wherein the third machine comprises a web-based 
application for providing results of the query in a web page automatically without 
requiring a user initiating the query, determining whether the web page of the results 
contains a tag, displaying a button corresponding to the tag in the second display area, 
determining when the button is activated, extracting the results of the query from the 
second display area when the button is activated, composing a booking transaction 
from the results, transmitting the booking transaction to the first machine and displaying 
a confirmation message that the at least one item has been booked at the first machine 
in the first display area, as recited in independent claims 1, 5, 8, 10 and 11. DeLorme 
teaches an integrated computerized travel reservation information and planning system 
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which allows users to engage in an interactive planning process, revising or editing 
travel plans, previewing travelogs of alternate routes, selecting point of interest 
parameters, comparing times and costs of transportation options in order to achieve a 
satisfactory travel plan, doing all these by querying one or more distributed servers and 
online databases containing updated and real-time geographic, temporal, topical and 
accounting information, or by querying servers belonging to 3 rd party providers. But 
Delorme does not teach or suggest using "a legacy computerized reservation system 
application", e.g., he does not integrate a legacy computerized reservation system 
application with web-based application so that information may be exchanged between 
the legacy and web-based applications and displayed together as done by the claimed 
invention. Therefore, DeLorme fails to teach or suggest that the first machine includes 
"a legacy computerized reservation system application" as required by the independent 
claims. Moreover, although DeLorme may implicitly teach that the third machine 
comprises web-based application for providing results of the query, he clearly does not 
disclose that such results are provided in a "web page" as required by the claims. Other 
prior arts of record mentioned above are considered to be relevant as they teach the 
general state of the art but none of them either alone or in combination teach or suggest 
the limitations of the independent claims when considered as a whole. Dependent claim 
, 4, further add limitations to the allowable subject matter of independent claims 1 . 
Therefore, dependent claim 4 is also considered allowable over the prior arts of record.
